* I affure my felf, Magnificent Lords,that I 
have comported my felf towards you after a 
different Manner: Have I not always repre- 
fented to you, conformably. to the Orders I 
receiv'd from the King, that you could not 
preferve your felves without living inUnion; 
that you ought to maintain inviolably your 
ancient Alliances ; that States are upheld b 
the fame Means.they were eftablifh'd; and 
confequently that to alter your Maxims of 
Government,and to ruin your felves, are but 
two Terms for the fame thing; that you 
need not covet more Happinefs than what 
you enjoy; at home, Peace and Liberty ; 
abroad, firm and advantageous Alliances ; the 
Efteem of all Princes; your Nation ho- 
nour’d for its Valour, and refpeded for its 
Wifdom; in fhort, that if one were to de- 
{cribe a Nation happy in all Points, one 
muft of neceflity take yours for a Model ? 

* Magnificent Lords, you will never have 
amore faithful Ally thar the King my Ma- 
fter ; an Ally thatis more fincerely defirous 
of your Felicity. You wilinever have one 
who will Keep his Word more ftridtly. Are 
you not fatisfied of it by Experience? Has 
he fail’d in any thing he has promis’d you ? 
What a new proof of the Confidence he re- 
pofesin you, and the Confideration he has 
for you, hes he lately given! Have the o- 
ther Potentates, whom their own Intereft 
has fore’d to court you, dealt thuswith you ? 
What have you had of them befides empty 
Promifes ? Or if thofe Potentates have be- 
gun to perform part of what they promis'd 
you, havethey not prefently repented of it, 
have they not immediatly violated the plain- 
eft Contraéts that could be made ; 

If yeu would enjo 
undifturb’d the Advantages which the Wil- 


‘dom of your Ccndué has hitherto procur'd 


ou, let the Maxims of your illuftrious An- 
ceftors be ftill the rule of that Condu@; and 
be perfwaded that the King, my Mafter, 
your moft ancient Ally, Friend, and Con- 
federate, will always take Pleafure in con- 
tributing all he can to whatever ‘may ad- 
vance the Happinefs and Glory of your Na- 
tion; that he loves you, thathe efteems you, 


and finally that your Intereft will always 


be as dear to him ashis own: Of this I am 
order’d to affure you; And all the Service I 
am capable of doing in it cannot come up 
tomy Defires.
